Up 19 per cent 
In Schools Here 


An inerease of 19 per cent iu 
Upland school attendance this 
week as compared with the first 
day last year was reported yes- 
‘erday by Superintendent Harold 
W. Cook. 

Total of 1,450 students were in 
classes Monday and the 1951 com- 
parative figure was 1,219. The 
231 increase is divided between 
the three schools with the El- 
ementary and the Sierra Vista re- 
ceiving the largest increase. An 
additional teacher was added to 
the Sierra Vista school to handle 
the larger number of kindergarten 
students. Mrs. Elizabeth Murphy,, 
a teacher at the Elementary school 
for two. years, was reemployed 
and assigned to a first grade. Mrs. 
Jean. Nugent was shifted to a 
kindergartem class from a first 
grade. 

Double sessions are the rule in 
many of the lower grades to 
handle the record enrollment. 

In the Elementary school are 
784 students as compared with 
670 on the first day last year. The 
Sierra Vista attendance is 338 as 
compared with 258 last year. The 
junior high attendance was 328 
and last year it was 258.

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Upland’’s Laws Affecting Zoning May Be 
Changed; Do You Care? 


Until individuals are personally affected, the announce- 
ment of a public hearing on an “interim ordinance” or a re- 
‘ port of a change in a zone usually means very little. 

It's dry stuff to read, the apparently staid reports of 
changes in laws that on the surface affect other people. 

And so it may seem, that the forthcoming discussions in 
Upland about rezoning of the agricultural district are of little 
concern to anyone. At least, that is the impression received 
in the day-to-day contacts with people. 

Such is actually not the case, however. In very firm 
language, we would like to serve notice that in the next six 
months public hearings in the city hall will be of vital import- 
ance to every Upland property owner and that outcome of 
those hearings will in a measure set the pattern for develop- 
ment north of Foothill boulevard. 

At present an “interim” ordinance is proposed to regulate 
building in that area and the first public hearing on this meas- 
ure will be held at the meeting of the city planning commis- 
sion Sept. 25. This proposal will serve only until the city 
council adopts months hence a new ordinance regulating de- 
velopment in the citrus district. 

Charles Eliot, the city’s planning consultant, will submit 

, to the planning commission Sept. 25 an analysis of the present 
land use throughout the city. This is the first of several of his 
reports that will be offered to the officials and to the public 
for a basis in finally deciding on the permanent city-wide 
planning program. 

Later on Mr. Eliot will submit a proposed master plan 
and by Jan. | he is scheduled to file with the city proposed 
amendments to the zoning ordinance. 

If this space were taken up with sensational news stories 
or with words castigating someone, readers, in general, would 
be more stirred and they would likely devour its contents 
more readily. The need for emphasizing the importance of 
what's ahead is far more appropriate and very necessary. 

If the apathy of citizens could be overcome and keen in- 
terest were shown in these planning matters now, fewer mis- 
takes would be made in preparing Upland for the future. 

In any event, this is notice to all interested property own- 
ers that in the months ahead many basic laws will be made in 
the planning of Upland’s future. Many public hearings will 
be held and an opportunity will be given people to learn of 
all details. And then zoning and other laws will be passed. 
Now is the time for all local people to really get interested in 
guiding the future growth and devolpment. 





Community Chest Serves Those 
Who Need Assistance Most 


The Community Chest is about ready to “invite” Upland- 
ers to participate in the annual financial campaign. 

What is the chest? It is the local organization that ad- 
ministers funds to character-building and local welfare agen- 
cies. It is the group that makes possible the right kind of 
leadership and the right kind of assistance to youths. In 
general only youths are served by the chest. 

Boy Scouts, Girl Scouts, Mary Louis Griffith Heart clinic, 
the children’s hospital in Los Angeles, the Sick Baby fund, 
the camper’s committee (providing camp life for underprivi- 
leged) and the Junior Welfare league dental clinic will share 
in funds given by Uplanders. 

“Overhead” expenses for maintaining the Scouts are pro- 
vided bv Chest funds. While many scores of individuals 
give their time in leadership of troops, many other administra- 
tive expenses must be paid. : 

If youths can be served and if babies can be saved—then 
it is up to the community chest to doit. Children from homes 
that are economically sub-standard are aided by chest:funds. 

This once-a-year “invitation” to share will be officially 
given this month and early in October. Voluntary contribu- 
tions sent to Hazel Cassell at the city hall wilk be of great 
assistance.
